Frost Plays Havoc With 
The American Crops 


_— 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 10. 
—Millions of dollars of damage was 
done to the corn crop and to the 
late garden truck in Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Northern lowa = and 


Northem Wisconsin by a_ killing 
frost last night, accomling to re- 
ports received today by the United 
States weather bureau. Another 
frost is expected for tonight. 

This is the earliest killing frost 
known in the official history of 


weather in the northwest, covering 
a Period of 45 years, and it lacks 
two days of being a month earlier 
than the average arrival covering 
that number of years, which is Oct. 
8th. Prof. A. D. Wilson, chief of the 
extension division of the state agri- 
cultural college, from reports  re- 
ceived, estimates frost damage to 
the Minnesota corn crop at $50,000,- 
000. This is a loss of one-half, as 
the crop has been valued at $100,- 
000,000. Prof. Wilson jases his esti- 
mates on reports received by tele 
phone from Redwood and Olmstead 
counties, which are in the second tier 
from the southern boundary of the 
state, and the best basis for esti- 
mates of frost damage in the Min- 
nesota farm belt.

The Late Rev. Joseph Gaetz 


Was One of the Best Known Metho- 
dist Ministers in the Maritime ,Pro- 
vinces—Once g Pastor of qa Halifax 

* Church.

Middloton, Aug. 23.—Rev. Joseph 
Gaetz, one of the best known and 
most beloved ministers of the Metho- 
dist church in the maritime provin- 
ces, died very suddenly last night. 
The deceased had lived here since he 
retired from the active work of the 
ministry, 13 years ago. 

He was born at Musquodoboit 
Harbor in 1838, and entered the 
ministry in 1861, and has filled as 
Pastor gq number of the most ampor- 
tant pulpits of the Methodist church 
in the province of Nova Scotiay und 
has always been very popular and 
most successful in his work. Two 
other brothers also entered the min- 
istry of this church—Thomas, — who 
died early in life in Newfoundland, 
and Leonard, who became one of the 
leaders of the church in Canada and 
died a few years ago at Red Deer, 
Alberta. 

His first wife was Miss Saint, of 
Bonavista, Newfoundland, who: died 
during his ministry in Halifax. (He 
married in 1893, Miss Ripley, of 


Fenwick, N.S., who survives him 
with four children—Beaumont and 
Thomas, of Red Deer, Alberta, and 


Mrs. T. W. McLennan and Mrs. Geo- 
Oxley, of Oxford. His son, the late 
Major Harold Gaetz, was one of the 
heroes who gave his life in the at- 
tack on Courcelette on September 
26th, 1916. 

In Middleton, where he spent two 
terms of his ministry in addition to 
the 13 years since his retirement, he 
wag known and respected py all. He 
leaves a place vacant in the relig- 
ious and public life of the commnn- 
ity that will be hard to fill. In look- 
ing back over q long life it can be 
said of him. that ‘‘he wore unsullied 
the white flower of a blameless life.’’

Bacon Without License 


OTTAWA, Sept. 8.—A statement 
from the food controller's office says: 

“There is no foundation whatever 
for the report that exports of Can- 
adian bacon to Great Britain are to 
be suspended. What has happened is 
merely that the British food con 
troller, Lord Rhondda, will) permit 
no importations without specially 
granted licenses. The British food 
ministry established September 3rd 
a single government buying agency 


in the United States for the pur- 
chase of Canadian and American 
bacon, butter, ham and lard. From 


that date no purchases will he made 
except trough this official channel. 
Shipments of bacon, therefore, will 
continue, but it will now be possible 
for the British authorities to keep 
promptly and continuously infornved 
las to quantities received, quantities 
|in transit and quantities consumed. 
Great Britain and our allies © still 
require at least 25 per cent. of. our 
output.

The sole head of a family, or any | 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dorn- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion |.ands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
On certain conditions. A_ habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity.

Real Scotoh Porridge 

Thrift, resourcefulness, and tasty 
dishes are marked characteristies of 
Scottish cooks, and their stalwart men 
do ample credit to the catering of 
their womenfolk.,. 

Now that housewives have to be 
very careful, both of their money and 
their food, they cannot do better than 
try the simple, nourishing, and in- 
expensive recipes of their ScottIsh 
sisters. Porridge is the basis and a 
splendid one, too. 

Take quite the coarsest Scotch oat- 
meal, and steep overnight in cold 
water. Next morning pour into a 
wWaucepan, add a little milk, and keep 
stirring until the right consistency, 
neither too thick nor too thin. Twenty 
minutes’ bolling {s usually enough, 
and stir all the time or you will have 
a lumpy mixture instead of a smooth, 
creamy porridge.

Rites Practised Even Yet in 
Some Southern Countries 


The Voodoo worshippers of Hayti 
are one of the few peoples who of 
comparatively recent times resorted 
to human sacrifice. There is one 
authenticated case where a French 
priest was conducted to the place 
where Voodoo rites were being cele- 
brated and only by crying out at 
the last moment did he escape from 
the: assembly and witnessing — the 
ceremony. 

‘he Voodog worshippers are gov- 
erned by a king and queen of eadh 
congregation. ‘These rulers have 
ereat power. They work on the supr 
erstitious fears of the negroes and 
by a keen knowledge of natural 
drugs and their antidotes are able 
to control their people. Vooddg is 
a very present fear to the nezroes 
of the Southern United States as 
well as other countries. 

In his Jatest successful play ‘‘The 


Flame," Richard Walton Tully 
brings into use some of the known 
habits of the Voodoo people. Al- 
though in the play the facts may 
seem overdrawn, they are in fact 
made muoh milder than the truth. 
The usual sacrifice to the Voodoo 


god, which in Afrita was a snake, is 
a goat or fowl. These are suspended 
by the hind legs and killed, — their 
blood drained off gnd mixed — with 
rum which is passed among — the 
worshippers. The ceremony is pre 
ceded by u dance Inacirele around 
the box containing the snake, und 
followed by a wild orgy. 


“THE GOAT WITHOUT HORNS” 


“The Goat Without, Horns,” is 
the name given to the white child 
sacrificed to Voodoy. It is presumed 
to secure the propitiation of — the 
God. In the case referred to above, 
the priest stated that the ceremony 
proceeded gs in the case where oa 
goat or y fowl were the offerings as 
they were in this case gt first. When 
the animals had been sacrificed, a 
young votary fell on his knees — be- 
fore the Queen and said, “Oh, mam- 
man, now give to us the supreme 
sacrifice, give to us the blood of the 
gOat without horns.” The Queen 
signalled to those surrounding her 
and they parted to disclose , white 
child bound and with a rope run- 
ning to the celling from its feet. 
The child was jerked up by this rope 
and the king approached it with a 
sharp knife. At this point the priest 
could witness no more, and al 
though he was warned that if ‘he 
re-saled himself he would be killed, 
1@ CMed out. He was immediately 
silenced vy his escort and hastily 
dragged away. 

He complained to the police, dut 
they would do nuthing until the 
next day, amd then the only - sign 
that remained was a few bones and 
some ashes where the body had heen 
burned on the sacrifice fires. 

Voodovism was brought to — the 
new world by the slaves. The | wor- 
ship of the Python, which is practi- 
ced in many parts of Africa seems 
to have given the inspiration — for 
this form of worship. In the prac- 
tice of the Voodoo rites there is al- 
Ways a box on which the Queen sits, 
and this box is supposed to contain 
the snake god. The woman goes 
into a convulsive trance, and while 
in this state she is supposed to an- 
swer the requests of the worship- 
pers. Her decisions are always of 
such an adaptable character that 
they can be applied to any situation 
which arises. ‘ 


THE VOODOO POISONS 


In Hayti and San Domingo the 
Voodog people are and have been 
for many years powerlul in the Gov- 
ernment. They hold the people and 
the politicians in fear of the spells 
they can cast and these spells to the 
negroes are as real as the trees or 
the water. The poisons concocted 
are made from roots and herbs anl 
aré very powerful and deadly. Some 
times they are slipped in food or 
drink. ‘here is one poison used by 
these people which if inhaled with 
tobacco smoke causes almost instant 
death. It is on this fact that Mr. 
Tully has based the incident of the 
negro falling dead in the second act 
of ‘The Ilame.” 

When there is to bea gathering of 
the Voygdyo worshippers it is heralded 
by a beating of the tom tons which 
can be heard for a great distance. 
When these beatings are abroad — in 
the land the white settlers prepare 
themselves for trouble gs it usually 
follows the meeting of these danger- 
ous folk. In the south Voodooism 
has been largely freed from its vie- 
ious elements, but it is undoubtedly 
true that in certain isolated — sec- 
tions there are still little bands — of 
negroes who worship at the shrine of 
the green snake. That they do not 
sacrifice ‘the goat without horns" 
as is done by the worshippers in 
“The Flame” is due largely to their 
association with and fear of — the 
white people with whom they — have 
lived for so many generations.

Stephenson—and I had = chertshed 
wemories of the beautdful display 
made by Mr. John Reid in former 
years, 
as q very agreeable surprise, and) an 
attempt is here made to give some 
Poor idea of the floral glories and 
luxuriance of vegetable growth there 
séen, 

Coming along the boulevard one 
notices the neat flower beds with- 
out a fence closely bordering — the 
sidewalk—a feature beecorring so de- 
lightfully common in the pretty 
streets of Red Deer making the 
street itself a garden, for the plea- 
sure of all. At the entrance op- 
posite the front ‘door the coup d’oei| 
Was startlingly beautiful, the fine 
verandah being g mass of flower and 
foliage. Hop and nasturtiur — vines 
mingled with the delicately pretty 
Canary creeper in covering the whole 
front whilst the top balustrade — 
raised some five feet—was crowned 
with a wreath of petunias and ger- 
aniumns in full bloom. 

The little porch to the front door 
Was bordered on the one side with 
a bed literally packed with flowers 
in great Variety—schuyzanthus, 
pinks, gladioli, French marigoldsi 
snapdragon, dahilas, California 
poppy, Artsis everlasting flowers, 
stocks, asters, sunflowers, petunias, 
Verbenas, peonies and phlox Drum- 
mondii, and probably others over- 
looked. Across the front of the 
house and ‘down one side was an 
almost perfect lawn—absolutely free 
from the pernicious dandelion and 
other weeds. And here also 
other flower beds in which were 
many other varieties of flowers dif- 
fering from those already named, the 
chief of which—the queen of flowers— 
the rose was not at present in 
bloom though they had survived last 
winter outdoors. There were nemo- 
phila, candytut, sweet  alyssum, 
pansies, forget-menots, lobelia, 
dianthus red flax larkspur, Marguer- 
ites, sweet peas, cornflowes, migno- 
nette, godetia and poppies. Other 
Plants not in bloom. were Canter- 
bury bells, wallflowers, columbine, 
lily of the valley, sweet williars, 
rhododendrons and lavender. 

Passing toward the back of the 
house we came to a neat trellis cov- 
ered with luxuriant vines of cucum- 
ber and scarlet runner beans. This 
last might be taken as a parable of 
what one was now approaching. The 
trellis was evidently intended to 
screen the more utilitarian kitchen 
garden from the purely ornamental 
grounds of the house front, but the 
scarlet runner quietly suggested that 
the utilitarian could also be beauti- 
ful. And the immense profusion of 
luxuriant vegetable growth beyond 
the trellis together with the trim 
boulder edged paths and the well 
kept condition of the ground, where 
not g weed could be detected, made 
the vegetable garden itself q thing 
pleasing to the eye. 

Time and space fail to tell of the 
great variety of the crop where the 
useful potato was not allowed, as Sy 
often is the case, to monopolise the 
ground, but had to share it with 
kale and cabbage, onion and carrot, 
peas and beans, corn, celery, cauli- 
flower, and all their valued tribe. 
There, too, were found herbs ‘of 
many kinds—sage, mint, thyme, 
marjoram, fennel, sorrel, peppermint 
etc., etc. And here, backing the gar- 
den, were seen the most mighty sup- 
flowers imaginable stretching their 
heads fully 10 feet skyward, their 
great staring faces grotesquely scru- 
tirizing the intruder, 

But, Perhaps, the most nuteworthy 
circumstance regarding this wonder- 
ful garden is that the owner and 
cultivator of it is a woman | whose 
husband and two elder suns 
away fighting for Canada and civil- 
ization on the battletields of Flan-

The Manufacture of 
Cottage and Butter- 
milk Cheese 


The following article is sent out 
irom the office of the Dairy Com, 
missioner by the Department of Ag- 
riculture : 

COTTAGE CHEESE 

The contempt with which the ma- 
jority of people regard skim milk is 
undeserved. It- is g nutrit- 
ious and valuable human food. The 
waste which has occurred in this by- 
product of the dairy on account — of 
the prejudice aguinst it is a reproach 
to our intelligence. 

Undoubtedly skim wilk lacks in 
palatability and to overcome this 
objection, it can be treated in var- 
ious Ways or combined with other 
fugds in couking. 

The manufacture of cottage cheese 
is one method of converting = skim 
milk intg a more attractive and ap- 
petizing form of food. Cottage 
cheese may be made in a small way 
in the home, gs well as in a larger 
Way in the creamery. 
| Several different methods of manu- 
facture may be employed, but those 
most commonly used are (1) by the 
coagulation of the milk by souring, 
(2) by the coagulation of the milk 
by rennet. 
| Coagulation of the Milk by Sour- 
ing.—In omler to secure the — best 
quality of cheese only fresh clean 
skimmed milk of good flavour should 
be used. If y pure culture of the 
lactic acid producing organisms — or 
stood clegn-flavoured buttermilk is 
available the addition of 5 to 20 
per cent of the same to the skim med 
milk will usually improve the flavoug 
of the cheese as well as shorten the 
process of manufacture. The milk 
should be thoroughly stirred after 
adding the culture or buttermilk, If 
no culture or clean-flavoured butter- 
milk is available the souring must 
proceed naturally. In either case 
the temperature of the skimmed 
milk, during the souring process, 
should be maintained at 70 deg. F. 
to 75 deg. fF. This temperature is 
very favorable to the development of 
lactic acid (souring), and at higher 
temperatures undesirable flavours are 
rore likely to develop. If no cul- 
ture or buttermilk has been used 
curdling will not usually take place 
in less than twenty-four hours. If 
culture or buttermilk has been used 
| the time required to produce curd- 
ling will be less, depending on the 
quantity of culture or buttermilk 
used, 

As soon as the milk is firmly curd- 
led, the mass is cut with g knfe or 
broken with the hands or a stirring 
rod. The vessel containing the curd- 
led milk is now surrounded with 
warm water and the temperature 
gradually raised to 90 deg. F. to 95 
deg. F., the curd being kept gently 
stirred while warming.’ Thirty — to 
forty minutes should be taken - in 
raising the temperature. When the 
whey has separated clearly from the 
curd, which will usually be in fifteen 
minutes after heating is completed, 
it should be drained off and the curd 
gently stirred for a few minutes. The 
curd should then be further drained 
by placing it on cheese cloth on a 
rack, or inaperforated dish, or by 
suspenling it ing cheese cloth sack. 
After whey ceases to drip from the 
curd the mass of curdis carefully 
broken into fine particles and salted 
to suit the taste. Usually one and 
one-half ounces of salt to each — ten 
pounds of curd will be sufficient. 
Whole milk is now mixed with the 
curd in sufficient quantity to leave 
it fairly moist, but not sufliciently 
moist to allow milk to drip from 
the curd. 

The curd should now be packed in 
jars or shaped into balls or bricks 
and wrapped in parchment — paper 
first and then in oiled or waxed 
Paper. 

Coagulation of the Milk by 
net.—In using rennet to coagulate 
the mllk, as well as in natural coag- 
ulation, it is preferable to use some 
pure culture of clean-flavoured but- 
termilk. The skimmed milk is kept 
at g temperature of 70 deg. F. to v5 
dge. F, until it commences to taste 
and smell sour, when rennet extract 
is added in the proportion of one 
ounce of rennet to each one thousand 
pounds of milk. After thoroughly 
mixing the rennet with the milk, the 
milk is alfowed to stand until 
coagwated, after which the process 
is as outlined above. 

The flavour of good cottage cheese 
‘is a mild, clean, acid flavour, free 
from undesirable odours and resem 
bling that of clean sour cream. It 
it is desired to makeacheese of 
richer flavour and higher nutritive 
value, sour cream may be used — in 
soaking the curd instead of whole 


i milk. 


The texture of the cheese should be 
sm,oth and free from lumps and of 
the proper consistency to spread 
readily. If a temperature below 0 
deg. I". is used in heating the curd, 
it will not drain properly aml will 
be soft and sticky.

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THE 
First Draft in Khaki 
By November 27, 


SIR ROBERT BORDEN 

MAKES DEFINITE 
STATEMENT TO 
VETERANS 


TORONTO, Sep. 5.—By November 
class of conscripts 
coming under the Military Service 
Act will be in khaki. 

This is g declaration made by Sir 
Robert Borden to representatives of 
the executive of the Great War Vet- 
erans’ Association when they attend- 
ed a conference with the Dominion 
cabinet at Ottawa on August 29th. 
Sir Robert assured the G.W.V.A. re 
presentatives, Vice-President A. C. 
Machell and Treasurer J. J. Shana- 
han, that within 90 days of the date 
of the conference the first Canadian 
conscripts Would be in khaki. 

The G.W.V.A. executive committee 
passed the anDouncement along to 
the 250 members of the association 
who attended the meeting held in 
the Ciuildhall last night. The news 
Was received with great enthusiasm 
by the war veterans. 


WILL ARRIVE. SOON 


OTTAWA, Sept. 5.—A_ proclama- 
tion will shortly be issued, the Can- 
adian Press, limited, is informed, 
calling out the first class of recruits 
under the Military Service Act. This 
comprises all single men and widow- 
ers between the ages of 20 and 34. 
The military service council is in 
daily session, the work now in hand 
being the preparation of forms of 
exemption and forms of military re- 
port. The latter are for men to sign 
who do not apply for exemption. 

When the proclamation is issued 
all men in the class called out will 
be required, within g specified date, 
either to report for military service 
or to apply for exemption. The 
forms will be available at all post 
offices throughout the Dominion. A 
wan in the class affected who does 
not wish to claim exerption may 
report either at military headquar- 
ters in person or by means of one 
of the military report forms. By 
this means the military authorities 
will be kept in touch with his where- 
abouts. When he has reported, the 
man stands in the same position as 
an enlisted soldier on leave of ab 
sence, 


UNDER CIVIL LAW 


Up to the point of joining up the 
law will be, generally speaking, en- 
forced by the civil authorities. Ifa 
man fails to report for service with- 
out making claim for exemption, 
civil proceedings will be taken, and 
it is pointed out, the military — ser- 
vice act provides severe penalties for 
such cases. 

A large number of applications for 
exemptions is expected. Iears of in- 
terference with agriculture, it is 
shown, are groundless. 

Under the provisions of the act all 
those who are making themselves 
useful in any way in‘the in-rease of 
agricultural production will be — ex- 
empted. Certain classes of skilled 
mechanics will also secure exemp- 
tion. Further, any man with any 
reasonable sort, of grotind to give to 
the tribunal, either as to the bene- 
fit to the community which is going 
to ensue fror. his remainin;: in civil 
life, or serious embarrassment. cails- 
ed to him personally having regard 
to his particular circumstances, 
would stand every chance of getting 
exemption.

As soon as the buttermilk — is 
drawn from the churn it is placed in 
a vessel surrounded by warm water 
and heated to 80 deg. F. at which 
temperature itis left without © stir- 
ring for one hour. The juttermilk is 
now heated toa temperature of 130 
deg. FF. to 140 deg. F., being — only 
stirred slightly during the heating. 
It should now stand for one hour 
without stirring to allow separation 
of the curd. The whey is drawn off 
with as little agitation as possible 
and the curd drained in the same 
manner as described in making cot- 
tage cheese. While draining, the 
curd should be stirred occasionally 
to facilitate the escape ofa moisture 
and to maintain an even distriMtion 
of the sare throughout the curd. 
After the curd has drained sufficient- 
ly, which will usually require about 
twelve hours, the process is complet- 
ed as in making cottage cheese. 

Only buttermilk of fresh clean 
flavour is suitable for the manufac- 
ture of such cheese.

WINNIPEG, Sept. 5.—A_ violent 
gale from the north, accompanied by 
heavy rain squalls, is driving over 
Mantioba, but temperatures remain 
high. This is the first real interrup- 
tion to what has been the most suc- 
cessful harvest and threshing sea- 
son of recent record. The entire 
grain crop of Manitoba is safe. ‘his 
includes fields of oats that farmers, 
even when they sowed them, had av 
expectation would turn out — other 
than green feed. , 

Quite as remarkable as the con- 
tinued fine Weather has ‘been the 
singular immunity from killing frosts 
—or, indeed, from frosts of any kind. 
In this district cucumber beds are 
still untouched. Slight frosts are re- 
corded in Alberta, but the crop is 
long past the danger point — there. 
n fact, never before in the crop his- 
tory of the Canadian prairie west 
has there been such g winimum of 
frost damage. 

QUALITY IS GOOD 

Another favorable feature is the 
optimistic tone of threshing reports. 
Wheat seems consistently to be 
turning out better than was antici- 
pated even a fortnight ago, and the 
quality is unusually high in general 
standard. The percentage of con- 
tract grades runs up beyond the 
average year. 

In Saskatchewan six weeks ago 
they talked of a scant 10-bushel 
crop of wheat, but the latest . esti- 
mate of the Saskatchewan Co-oper- 
ative Elevator company places — the 
figure for the whole province’ at 15 
bushels, Manitoba will do better, 
and there isa heavy crop in central 
and northern Alberta.

Montreal Thug Confesses 
To Qynamiting Plot 


MONTREAL, Sept. 6. — Weeping 
bitterly, Joseph Trenblay made 
what he claimed was a full confes- 
sion before Judge St. Cyr this after- 
noon, as to his part in the recent 
theft of dynamite from the Martin- 
eau quarry, and the attempt on the 
lives of Lord Atholstan and his famr 
ily at Cartierville by. dynamiting his 
lordship’s house on the night of 
August 9th. Tremblay said four or 
five men were in the plot, which was 
concocted at an _ anti-conscription 
meeting, and it was agreed that if 
any of the party turned traitor he 
should be shot, and the lives of his 
family would be in danger. Trem- 
blay claimed that his connection 
with the plot ended with the taking 
of the dynamite from the quarry 
after the night watchman had been 
held up at the muzzles of revolvers. 
He himself was the only member 
who was not armed, he said. The 
party left from Elie ua Lumiere’s 
residence and returned there. In- 
fluential gentlemen, whose names 
Tremblay did not mention, had of- 
fered a big automobile for their use, 
he said. 

BLACKWELL OUT ON BAIL 

Arthur Blackwell, alleged maker of 
the bombs for the dynamiting gang, 
was admitted to bail this_ afternoon 
in sureties for $2,000, when it. 
shown that he is not an Austrian, as 
was at first supposed, but an Eng 
lishman. Three others of the gang— 
Nerree Henri Arsenault, Louise Bol- 
duc, and Joseph Paquette—were also 
admitted to bail iq similar amounts. 
They will come up for preliminary 
hearing next week.

Electric Plants for the 
farm 


One of the recognized necessities in 
connection with our increased agri- 
cultural production is ‘better and 
more attractive cond..ions on the 
farm, and among the many  sugges- 
tions the use of electricity should be 
considered. Electric power is a great 
convenience in the farm home,. and 
saves much time to the farm help. 
The farm or country home situated 
within the area of an electric sys- 
tem of transmission or distribution 
is fortunate, but the Vast majority 
must look to the small isolated 
plant. This alternative, however, is 
much more promising than a few 
years ago. Many factories manufac- 
ture this type of equipment, the 
operation of the plants has been 
simplified and cost has been much 
reduced. These small plants may be 
advantageously used for many  do- 
mestic purposes in addition to light- 
ing, such as ironing, washing, toast- 
ing, Pumping water, etc., and also 
for the very important use of charg- 
ing storage batteries. 


THE CANADIAN MINT 


The total amount of gold received 
by the Canadian treasury from the 
United States since the outbreak of 
War has been nearly twenty-one mil- 
lion pounds sterling, and the total 
amount of gold received from all 
sources during the same period was 
nearly one hundred and ninety-one 
million pounds sterling, according to 
a writer in the Weekly Scotsman. 
The large amount of gold being sent 
to Canada was, of course, due to the 
exchange situation. The result of 
this great influx of gold has been to 
give Canada a mint with the largest 
capacity for refining raw gold in the 
world. The present capacity of the 
mint is 250,000 ounces, or one mil- 
lion pounds sterling per week. Since 
September, 1915, there has been re 
ceived at the mint forty-five million 
all of 
which has been refined there.
